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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 are pending in the instant applications. Claim 1-4, 6 and 7 
have been rejected. Claim 5 has been allowed. Claims 1-3 have been cancelled. Claim 4 
has been amended to place it in order for allowance or appeal. Claim 6 has been 
amended to alter its dependency. After entry of these amendments, Claims 4-7 will be 
pending. 

Rejection of Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 under 35 USC $1 12, first paragraph 

The Examiner has maintained the rejection of Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 under 
35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph for allegedly failing to provide an adequate written 
description. Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. However, without conceding 
the correctness of the Examiner's rejection, but to advance the prosecution of the instant 
application, Applicants have cancelled Claims 1-3, and amended Claim 4 in accordance 
with the Examiner's suggestion. In addition to the Examiner's suggested scope for R\ R^, 
R^ R^ R'°, R^^ R*^ and R'/R"' , AppKcants have included "heterocyclyl" within the 
definition of R*^ and R^ to cover compounds such as 8-4 on page 87 of the specification 
(which has a tetrahydrofuran moiety in the R*^/R^ position). 

In light of these amendments and cancellations. Applicants respectfully 
request the rejection of Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 xmder 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, be 
withdrawn.
